ENGLAND AGREES TO SIGN IT. 


The London Times Stilt Tate a Gloa- 
my View of the Situation. 

Sr. Pererspurc, March 29.—In con- 
sequence of an earnest rq .est from 
Russia for a decisive answer upon 
the protocol question from the English 
ministers after yes‘erday, the council 
expressed their willingness to sign 
the protocol as draited by Russia, 
leaving aside the question of demobil- 
ization. 

Lowpox, March 29.—The Times, in 
a leading article, takes a very gloomy 
view of the situation. It says it is 
really idie to talk of inqu ries that 
treata to amnestics, constitutions and 
other acts thinly dressed in phrases of 
legal significance. ln a werd, we have 
failed; we bave bad our t:rn, and it is 
over. Whether we were simpl aiming 
at the reformation ot the Turkish em- 
pire, with due regard to its integrity 
and independence, or whether we had 
also an eye to British int >rests at stake, 
we have had our innings and have 
scored nill. 

Lonpon, March 29 —The Pall Mall 
Gazette’s Berlin dispatch says, it is un- 
derstood that Prince Bismarck at yes- 
terday’s interview with Gen. Ignatieff 
engaged to support Russia’s fresh pro- 
pogals. Itis probable that En land, 
France and Italy wiil shortly return 
their embassadors to Constantinople or 
accredit special envoys. Austria also 
intimates her intention of doing the 
garne. A Reuter telegram from Vienna 
states that the Political Correspondence 
has information that England has ac- 
cepted Russia’s counter proposals in 
Rédines. Neg v-tiations continue about 
the wording of the protocol, 

Lonpon, March 29.—The Pall Mall 
Gazette, in aneditorial note, says the 
news we print in another column will 
be found, we believe, substantially cor- 
rect. The objections of her majestv’s 
government in signing the protocol 
seem to have been oyercome, by what 
concessions or engagements on the part 
of Russia, wé do not yet know. It may

iu voting “no convention” if the dis- 
cussion that has been precipitated is 
allo sed to continue. There are many 
respectable people whe agree with us 
in looking upon any discussion at this 
time as unnecessary and dangerous. 
The Augusta Chronicle and Con-

At 6:30 o’clock Wednesday night 
began the first and greatest of the three annual 
feasts instituted by Moses, and still observed 
by the Jewish church the world over—the sol- 
ena andimpresrsive feast of the Passover 

Yesterday was kept ho'y by all our Hebrew 
fellow-citizens. There were services in the 
synagogue at nine avd a half o’clock this morn- 
ing, and other solemn celebrations during the 
cay The feast will last eight days but yesterday 
was nore solemnly observed than any other of 
themumber, though the whole time 1s marked 
by tudeual devotion and frequent religious 
exercis 0. 

ITS ORIGIN, 

It is well known that this feast commemo- 
rates the departure of the children of Israel 
from Egyptian bondage, and the divine provi- 
d nttee which protected their first-born when 
the band of death fellon every Egyptian house- 
hold. In ancient days it was c lebrated on the 
14th day of Nisan or Abib, the period of the 
first new moon in spring. 

It was ordained that unleavened bread 
only shouli be eaten during the 
eight days which  foliowed, and hence 
the feast was also ealled Chaghamazzth which 
signifies “Feast of Unieaven Bread”; and it was 
further ordersd that a ‘amb one year o!d and 
free from all blemish, roasted whole, together 
with bitter herbs, should form the meal in every 
house on the eve of the feast. 

G@Prayere and thankegivings, all with reterence 
to the redemption from boud we accompanied 
the report, and the mem'ers of the family who 
had aided in purchasing the iamb appeared in 
travelling garb Ata iater period certain num-
